UNTIED NATIONS (R) — U.N. 
Secretary-General Javier Perez de 
Cuellar has formally notified the 
General Assembly that the United 
States and Israel are not prepared 
to attend a Middle East peace con- 
ference proposed by the assembly 
in a resolution last year. 

In a written report to the ass- 
embly, he said he had sent letters 
to 19 governments and the Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) asking their views. 

The letters went to the 1 5 mem- 
bers of the Security Council, 
which include Egypt, and the par-- 
ties directly concerned with the 
Arab-Israeli dispute who are no 
members of the council — Israel, 
Syria, Jordan, Lebanon, and the 
PLO. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar said, “it is 
evident that the convening of the 
proposed conference would req- 
uire, in the first place, the agr- 
eement in principle of the parties 
directly concerned to participate 
in the conference,” as well as that 
of the U.S. and the Soviet Union, 
which were specifically mentioned 
in the resolution* 

The United States and Israel 
had said in their replies a con- 
ference in the form suggested by 
the assembly would turn into a 
“fruitless propaganda exercise.”

Kuwaiti jetfighter crashes 

KUWAIT (R) — AKuwaiti Air Force jet fighter crashed during a 
training flight Wednesday, but its pilot parachuted to safety, the 
Kuwait News Agency (KUNA) said. It quoted a Defence Ministry 
spokesman as saying the French-made Mirage caught fire around 
the cockpit section during a routine training run in the northern 
border area. The pilot attempted to reach an airbase but was 
forced to eject when thick smoke filled the plane, prompting fears 
of a possible explosion. “The pilot landed safely but the plane was 
completely destroyed,” KUNA reported.

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JCO, W. German foundation extend 
rural development information support

AMMAN — Representatives 
from the West German Friedrich 
Neumann Foundation (FNF) held 
.talks this week on exchange of 
expertise and information with 
- Minister of Information Leila - 
Sharaf and Minister of Agr- 
iculture Mohammad Bashir. 

However, these talks are not 
totally new ground for the fou- 
ndation as the FNF has been act- 
ive in the field of development 
support communications in Jor- 
dan since 1979 when the fed- 
eration was invited by the Ministry 
of Information to establish an off- 
ice in Amman. For much of this 
time the foundation has been con- 
. ducting a project with the Jordan 
Cooperatives Organisation (JCO) 
to produce and distribute video 
films on the subjects of agriculture 
and rural development in order to 
communicate ideas to the rural 
population. 

In an interview with the Jordan 
Times Mr. Waiter Rudel, tel- 
evision producer and FNF rep- 
resentative in Amman, explained 
that the foundation is also pre- 
pared to cooperate with other 
organisations in Jordan who are 
interested in the potential of dev-

elopment support com- 
munications. Mr. Rudel went on 
Jo say that talks with the Ministry 
of Agriculture focused on equ- 
ipping of the ministry’s recently 
established information office, but 
added that there are also pos- 
sibilities for coordination in res- 
earch. With the consent of the 
JCO, the agricultural information 
material produced by the FNF and 
JCO could be used by the ministry 
in their own agricultural dev- 
elopment programmes, Mr. Rudel 
said. 

Regarding discussions with the 
Ministry of Information, Mr. 
Rudel said that there are many 
possibilities for the population in 
Jordan to improve their situation, 
whether by increasing crop yields 
through applied agricultural pra- 
ctices or by improving their sta- 
ndard of health, but much of this 
information may not reach the 
people in the correct manner. The 
Ministry of Information is aware 
of the developmental potential of 
communicating information to the 
population in the proper way, esp- 
ecially to the rural areas, and dis- 
cussed the possibility of training 
Jordanian staff in this field at the 
foundation, he said. 

Professor Dr. Knud Caesar, a 
member of the FNF board of dir- 
ectors, told the Jordan Times that 
the idea for projects should ini- 
tially come from institutions in 
developing countries and that fol- 
lowing training of staff in mass 
media and co mmuni cations, the 
operations and equipment are 
then handed over to the con- 
cerned institution. 

Professor Caesar is currently 
visiting Jordan to review the pro- 
gress of work with the JCO and to 
investigate tbe possibility of ext- 
ending the foundation's activities 
to other fields in the country 
where it could be of benefit. He 
said that the FNF aims to reach the 
rural population but emphasised 
that it is also important to inform 
the urban areas about the pro- 
blems in other pans of the cou- 
ntry. He said that many of tbe JCO

how they could improve their sta- 
ndard of living and output through 
the cooperative organisations as 
well as informing the people in the 
towns about the various activities 
of the JCO. 

The. possibility "of distributing 
information programmes through 
Jordan Television (JTV) has also 
been discussed. Mr. Rudel said, 
and the tapes will be used acc- 
ording to the JTV programming 
system. Mr. Rudel said that these 
programmes are a means of rea- 
ching other people concerned with 
agriculture and development in 
the country and spreading inf- 
ormation which would make the 
project more efficient and eff- 
ective. 

At present the FNF and the 
JCO have completed five films 
which are being distributed by 
means of mobile cinemas and the 
first filming centre was est- 
ablished in Azraq this week, Mr. 
Rudel said. “We plan to set up 
another ten centres in the country 
and we are running workshops to 
get cooperative members acq- 
uainted with the equipment and 
how to run these centres." he said. 

Preparations are under way to 
form a joint committee com- 
prising the Ministry of Inf- 
ormation, the Ministry of Agr- 
iculture, the JCO and JTV which 
could assess other possibilities and 
areas of cooperation for this type 
of project in order to maximise the 
available expertise for necessary 
purposes. 

Future FNF activities in Jordan 
include the production of posters 
and leaflets to broadcast inf- 
ormation and the holding sem- 
inars and conferences on inf- 
ormation cooperation within and 
between countries.

Grisly body triggers Mid-East investigations 

London murder suspects 
may be in Jordan

AMMAN — Investigations Into the murder of a 15 
year-old girl in London, believed to be a Saudi Ara- 
bian-heiress, reached Jordan as the girl’s uncle and 
aunt were reported to have arrived recently in 
Amman. 


The lower half of the girls body 
was found Monday in a London 
street but it was “virtually imp- 
ossible to have a positive ide- 
ntification of the remains without 
the top half,” the British Scotland 
Yard told reporters in London. 

A police spokesman in Amman 
told the Jordan Times that all bor- 
der posts and travel exits in Jor- 
dan have been alerted in search of 
tbe girrs uncle Mohammad Hawa, 
42, and the aunt Jumana Hawa, 
33. It is not yet known whether 
they were involved in the murder. 

In London , Scotland Yard said 
Suha Younts Hawa, daughter of a 
millionaire Saudi businessman liv- 
ing in Saudi Arabia, spent the 
summer in London with her uncle 
and aunt and was believed to have 
been kidnapped for ransom by 
three armed men on Aug. 25. The 
Yard said it used the word “bel- 
ieved” because h has no other evi- 
dence of the kidnapping, apart 
from a statement made to det- . 
ectives by an unidentified bus- 
inessman who knows the family. 

“Miss Hawa was bundled with 
her aunt and uncle into a yellow ' 
van by three men with guns at 10 
p.m. (Aug. 25) and they were held 
somewhere in London,” the spo- 
kesman said. The uncle and aunt 
were released on Aug. 27 after 


being told to find ransom money 
and to await contact from the kid- 
nappers. 

The abduction took place at the 
family’s apartment in New Cav- 
endish Street, a few hundred met- 
res from where the badly dec- 
omposed and naked remains were 
found ou Sept. 7, the Yard said. 

The Daily Mail called the Jor- 
dan Times from London and said 
that they have information from 
the Yard that the uncle and aunt 
are in Jordan, but there was no 
immediate confirmation of their 
presence in the Kingdom. The 
Jordan Times tried locating Mr. 
and Mrs. Hawa in Amman hotels 
and tried to contact potential inf- 
ormation sources in the capital, 
but no information on their whe- 
reabouts was available. Some 
people believed Mr. and Mrs. 
Hawa were of Palestinian origin. 

Representative of the Int- 
ernational Police Organisation 
(Interpol) in Amman Brigadier 
Yussef Gharaibeh told the Jordan 
Times he was not contacted reg- 
arding the murder and added that 
he had no information about the 
horrible murder. 

Reporting from London, the 
Associated Press said the grisly 
discovery was in Duchess Street, 
close to the British Broadcasting 


Corporation headquarters near 
Oxford Circus. The body had been 
severed at the waist and the rem- 
ains were in a gray plastic bag, 
used far lining rubbish bins, which 
had split. The bag was under a 
parked Rolls-Royce car and the 
legs were spotted by Peter Winter, 
a station officer at a nearby fire 
brigade. 

The Yard said that detectives 
trying to establish the identity of 
the dead girl, checked a list of 
some 200 young women between 
the ages of 15 and 30 reported 
missing in Britain and abroad 
since the start of the year. They 
eliminated more than 130 names 
and are now considering the 
names of 66 missing girls aged 
between 15 and 17. 

The Associated Press quoted 
^he Press Association. Britain's 
'domestic pew agency: the police 
arc battling against a wall of sil- 
ence erected by the girfs family. 
They have been unable to contact 
her parents and the aunt and uncle 
have gone to the Middle East wit- 
hout being interviewed by the pol-. 
ice.”

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U.N. can set the course 

THF. 39TH session or the United Nations General Assembly opened in 
New York on Tuesday. Assembled there are representatives of 158 
nations which hope to restore some kind of order to the chaos that 
seems to dominate the international scene these days. Disarmament 
issues are among (he leading items in a 144-item agenda that the 
assembly is scheduled to discuss, and. as Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar put it. we too expect some kind of a slack in the “mad 
race to achieve supremacy among the superpowers.” 

While we. the people of the Middle East, are as concerned as any 
other on earth o*er the looming threat of a nuclear war which could 
terminate the existence of the planet itself, we would also like the 
world nations to give a close consideration to the problems of our 
region which are threatening the existence of a people — the Pal- 
estinians. 

Ever since a Jewish state was established among the Arab countries 
of the Middle East, the region has been witnessing continuous eru- 
ptions of violence and a seemingly eternal state of apprehension and 
fear of further bloodshed prevails in the region. 

The whole concept behind the creation of a body like the U.N. was to 
seek peaceful solutions to issues similar to those of the Middle East. 
And ifthe world nations, grouped as they are now in New York, could 
not find a just and comprehensive settlement to the Palestinian pro- 
blem. then we wonder, what is the whole purpose of this futile exercise 
of their meeting together and talking. 

The people of the Middle Fast could not be blamed, we believe, if 
they tend to adopt a sceptical stand towards the effectiveness of the 
U.N. in implementing its decisions and resolutions. It has been their 
experience over the years that every time a ray of hope looms up in the 
horizon the Israeli intransigence, coupled with the patronising stand 
of the Ignited States, gobbles it up while the world organisation Is left 
with the role of an onlooker. 

We do realise Chat the U.N. has problems, especially that it largely 
depends on the L'.S. for its financial survival, which Washington 
waves aloft whenever American purposes are tackled by the world 
nations, and with other things, less mundane. 

The latest of the U.S. arrogance is manifested in its continued 
refusal to respond positively to calls for an international conference on 
the Middle Fast to seek a just solution to the Palestinian problem 
which is the crux of the region’s crisis. 

Obviously no-one takes seriously the U.S. and Israeli contention 
that such a conference would be turned to a “useless exercise” and a 
"forum for anti-Israeli propaganda and rhetorics.” The world rea- 
lises that the Arab World is really serious in its quest for a peaceful 
solution to the conflict. However, since the U.S. and Israel remain 
adamant on their rejection of the concept of an international con- 
ference. it becomes incumbent upon the U.N. to devise some kind of a 
formula which would ensure that the Palestinians will no longer be a 
people without a homeland and (heir legitimate rights to self- 
determination will no longer be violated. 

The Arabs have made their position clear. They are not going to 
accept anything less than total Israeli withdrawal from the occupied 
Arab territories in exchange for peace. If the Jewish state is seeking 
"peace” and "security” as its claims as the motivations Tor its inv- 
asion of Lebanon and the arbitrary measures against the people living 
in the occupied territories, then now is the time for the Israeli leaders 
to come forward and extend a hand of peace. The U.N. could help in 
demonstrating to them that this is the right course.

Al Rai: Wooing Zionist votes 

WITH THE escalation of the U.S. presidential campaigns, the rivalry bet- 
ween the contenders for the presidency also intensifies and both President 
Reagan and Walter Mondale have been issuing statements which completely 
contradict the principles and values of (he American nation. Both statesmen 
continue to voice their total support for Israel and both express clearly their 
hatred and hostility towards the Arab Nation with the hopes of getting as 
many Jewish votes as possible. 

These statements arc samples of hundreds of other statements issued by 
other candidates for the presidency and Congress over the past 30 years. 
Perhaps w ilh his recent statement that he will make Israel the cornerstone of 
U.S. policies. Mnndalc meant that he will place the interests of the Zionist 
states above those ot his own country. Perhaps also Nfondalc wants to emp- 
hasise the depth of his haired to the Arabs and hisplans to strengthen Israel 
further to launch more attacks on the Arab Nation. 

Thus Mondalc is clearly displaying himself and his country as enemies of 
the Arab Nation and their legitimate and national interests. Bui sooner or 
later, the leaders of the United States will have to face the moment of truth 
whether they really prefer Israel's interests to those of their country; and if so 
they will be facing a big dilemma in the Middle East. For sooner or later the 
U.S. leaders will have to realise that the Arabs are not a flock of sheep that can 
be ignored for ever. No one can predict the consequences if the present U.S. 
attitudes are allowed to continue. 

Al Dustour: Damaging opposition gesture 
from Turkish 


THE CURRENT visit to Israel by members of Turkey’s opposition parties 
conflicts with the constantly improving Arab-Turkish relations. This visit 
does not reflect the feelings of the Turkish people who are linked politically, 
economically and culturally w ilh the Arab Nation. This visit, the first of its 
kind in 1 5 years by membersof Turkey’s People's party should not be allowed 
to damage the relations between the Arabs and Turkey. 

Out of ns strong religious and histone links w ith the Arabs. Turkey recalled 
its ambassador from Tc! Aviv m the October 1973 war. increased its support 
for the Arabs and embarked on a new and open political and trade policy with 
the Arabs. Therefore the Turkish government cannot be condoning such visit 
by members of the opposition parties. We still remember what happened to 
Nigerian politicians who paid a visit to Israel that resulted in strained relations 
between the Arab World and Nigeria. Thai visit and its consequences pro- 
mpted the Nigerian gpvcmmcm to confiscate the passports of those pol- 
iticians in retaliation and punishment. We call on the Turkish government to 
take a similar action to deter others from damaging Turkey's image in the 
Arab World. 

Saw Al Shaab : Who attacked the bus? 


ONE CANNOT rule out the possibility char the Israelis themselves launched 
the attack on the bus near Duhcisha camp south of the occupied city of 
Bethlehem. They might have resorted to this action in order to give the 
Knesset justification for removing the refugee camp to another area. This 
indeed was a major topic in the Knesset’s session where voices were raised 
demanding that the refugees be removed from that area. 

Of course Israel is determined to remove all Arabs from around the 
Greater Jerusalem area to help facilitate the settlement programme especially 
around the Holy City. 

Duhcisha camp is one of the very few- camps that have remained intact near 
Jerusalem and so the Israelis can find in the bus attack a pretext to justify the 
destruction of the camp and moving its inhabitants to Israeli jails or to areas 
near the River Jordan prior to evicting them to the East Bank.

reluctant to accept Arab support 


SAN FRANCISCO — Now, 
during the early stages of the 
American electoral campaign, 
another insult has come from 
the Mondale camp. A group of 
prominent Arab-Americans 
decided to support Mondale, 
and made contributions of 
$1,000. each to his campaign. 
There is nothing unusual or 
corrupt about this. A thousand 
dollars is a very small amount 
of money. And contributing it 
to a political candidate pur- 
chases no influence. But it has 
great symbolic value. It sig- 
nifies that the group who made 
the contribution have decided 
to enter the political arena. 

By making the con- 
tributions. these Arab- 
Amcricans were saying: 
Arab- Americans are. as of 
now. a political force in Ame- 
rican elections. There are 2 ‘A 
million Arab- Americans in the 
country, a little less than half 
the number of Jews. They have 


‘ recently gained a talented 
young spokesman by the name 
of Janies Zogby. He was. in 
faci. invited to speak at the 
Democratic National Con- 
vention. 

It was natural for the 
Arab-Americans to make the 
gesture to the Democrats rat- 
her than the Republicans. The 
Democrats have the reputation 
of being a party for the min- 
orities. outsiders, those at the 
lower levels of the socio- 
economic scale. And Arabs 
have felt a great deal of bias in 
the U.S. and have con- 
sequently formed an Arab- 
American Anti-Discrimi- 
natioD Committee modelled on 
the Jewish Ami-Defamation 
League. 

In mid-August, these 
Arab-Americans were sho- 
cked when the Mondaie camp 
returned the contributions and 
made it clear they wanted no 
support from the Arab- 


Americans. Though it was obv- 
ious that Zionist pressure on 
Moodale had forced the return 
of the money, even Zogby did 
not want to believe that Mon- 
dale was under so much inf- 
luence of Zionists that he 
would reject support from an 
Arab-American group whose 
politics are centrist and who 
are not zealously committed to 
the PLO. 

Even more ironic is the fact 
that the Republicans formed 
an Arab-Americans-for- 
Reagan-Bush Committee. 
They did this even though at 
the Republican Convention, 
both Reagan and Bush felt 
compelled to make the rit- 
ualistic gesture towards our 
great "democratic" ally Israel. 

The Zionist forces in U.S. 
politics have good reason to be 
nervous. The controversy bet- 
ween Jews and blacks in recent 
months created a lot of bit- 
terness. Blacks form a sig- 


nificant part of the electorate in ‘ 
19 states. If they decided to 
vote in strength, they could 
help Mondale greatly. If they 
do not vote, they could assure a 
Reagan landslide victory in 
Nomvember. 

There is also nervousness 
over the growing closeness 
between the Reagan adm- 
inistration and many Arab 
governments. The Zionists see 
that Washington has said and 
-done nothing as Syria is wor- 
king behind the scenes to bring 
about a settlement of the Leb- 
anese tragedy. And the U.S. 
has been quietly giving enc- 
ouragement to Iraq in the war 
against Iran. 

And lastly there is the dis- 
astrous economic situation in 
Israel coupled with the political 
instability of the Labour-Likud 
inability to form a strong and 
lasting government. 

It is clear that the Zionists 
are desperately hoping that 
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Europeans plan C. American role

LONDON — The European 
Community is preparing for its 
first foray into Central America, 
hoping to contribute to peace in a 
troubled region on the back door 
of the United States. 

Foreign Ministers plan to attend 
a meeting in San Jose, Costa Rica, 
on Sept. 28 and 29 with their cou- 
nterpans from five Central Ame- 
rican states — Costa Rica. El Sal- 
vador. Guatemala. Honduras and 
Nicaragua — to decide how the 
10-nation community can help 
solve that region’s problems. 

The emphasis will be on pro- 
moting peace and stability by giv- 
ing the region an economic boost. 

Rather than proposing any 
fresh peace plan to heal Central 
America's conflicts, the Eur- 
opeans are expected to restate 
their support for Latin America's 
own initiative, by the so-called 
Contadora Group. 

European diplomats say the 
ministers will not seek to undercut 
the heavy U.S. influence in the 
region but to complement it. 

The community does not want 
to establish “ a zone of influence or 


domination" in Central America, 
according to West German For- 
eign Minister Hans-Dietrich Gen- 
scher, a leading European pro- 
moter of the San Jose talks. 

He says U.S. reaction has been 
positive, and a U.S. official in 
London told Reuters: "We are 
pleased to have the Europeans 
taking an interest." 

But community countries app- 
ear to feel they can provide a cou- 
nterweight to superpower inf- 
luence in Central America. Most 
view with unease the Reagan adm- 
inistration's hardline role in the 
region's conflicts. 

A West European diplomat 
says of the Central American sta- 
tes: “They are Western-oriented 
countries some of which have pro- 
blems with the United States, so 
the community could be a useful 
alternative contact point." 

Another says some Central 
American states, concerned about 
U.S. influence, "might see a Eur- 
opean balance as desirable." 

The San Jose meeting is largely 
an initiative by Costa Rican Pre- 
sident Luis Alberto Mongc. 

Mr. Monge toured Europe in 
June to win foreign support for 
Costa Rica's democratic system, 
which he feared could be thr- 


eatened by the conflict between 
the left-wing government and 
U.S. -backed rebels in nei- 
ghbouring Nicaragua. He was 
keen to expose the Europeans dir- 
ectly to the region’s problems, dip- 
lomats said. 

The European Community has 
no traditional ties with Central 
America, and proponents of clo- 
ser dialogue see a model in its links 
with the six non-Communist nat- 
ions grouped in the Association of 
South East Asian Nations 
(ASEAN), including regular for- 
eign ministers' meetings and a 
trade and economic cooperation 
pact. 

The motives for cooperation 
with ASEAN were partly pol- 
itical. to shore up democracy in 
Asia, and partly economic, to bid 
for a European share of business 
opportunities in a dynamic zone 
heavily penetrated by Japan and 
the Llnited States. 

With Central America. West 
Germany’s Mr. Genschcr env- 
isages a five-year cooperation 
accord similar to ASEAN’s, a pos- 
sible boost in community aid to 
Central America — about $30 
million last year — and increased 
trade through preferential tariffs 


for the region’s exports. 

Agenda details for the San Jose 
talks are being worked out by 
Costa Rica and Ireland, current 
chairman of the community, and it 
is not yet clear if the meeting will 
consider establishing a Central 
American grouping on the lines of 
ASEAN. 

Some Europeans feel such a 
body would promqte stability, but 
others are not so sure it would 
work in view of the region's ide- 
ological divisions, in which Nic- 
aragua is odd-man-out. 

One feature of the talks will be 
participation by the Contadora 
states — Colombia. Mexico, Pan- 
ama and Venezuela — whose 
20-month-old peace proposals for 
Central America have so far made 
little visible progress. 

The Contadora Group this 
month gave the five Central Ame- 
rican countries until Oct. 15 to 
approve a revised draft of its peace 
plan. It did not disclose the new 
proposals or say what would hap- 
pen if they were rejected. 

Other participants in the mee- 
ting will be Spain and Portugal, 
which have strong Latin American 
links and are set to join the com- 
munity in 1986. 


Indonesia angels of death end grisly crusade?

JAKARTA — Death squads 
which terrorised Indonesia's und- 
erworld seem to have virtually 
ended a bloody mission of mur- 
dering suspected criminals but 
have left behind a grisly legacy. 

Diplomats and human rights 
lawyers said the killings, which 
started as an officially backed 
campaign early last year, appear 
to have slowed to a trickle in the 
past few weeks. They have been 
accompanied by a spate of copycat 
murders. 

Indonesia's Legal Aid Institute 
(LBH) estimated there were sev- 
eral hundred death squad murders 
this year compared with more 
than 4,000 in 1983. "Reports of 
killings have fallen sharply in the 
last couple of months." one LBH 
official said. 

Jakarta daily newspapers this 
month stopped publishing gory 
photographs of the victims which 
bore tell-tale marks of the death 
squads — shot from close range, 
bludgeoned, or strangled and 
often bound with plastic snares. 

‘‘No one but the killers can give 
a date, but there arc strong signs 


the government-backed campaign 
is over." one senior diplomat said. 
" It certainly looks like it has come 
to an end." another said. 

Lawyers said there had been 
cases of people posing as " mystery 
killers” to settle business deals 
and of criminals copying death 
squad methods to settle old scores. 

The situation is far from clear. It 
is complicated by the gov- 
ernment' s stand and a virtual news 
blackout imposed a year ago. Alt- 
hough the popular press has pub- 
lished photographs of bodies, no 
detailed reporting is permitted. 

No official death loll has been 
made public and no ann- 
ouncement is expected to mark 
the end of a campaign which the 
government never formally ack- 
nowledged had started. 

When the Batik-Clad Exe- 
cutioners began their nightly rou- 
nds of terror in early 1983 they 
were hailed by government figures 
as guardians of law and orders. 
The then attorney-general, Ismail 
Saleh, dubbed them "guardian 
angels”. 

Human rights leaders, including 
LBH founder Adnan Buyung 
Nasution. have said it was a joint 
military-police operation. Dip- 
lomats say elite commando units 


were employed at the height of the 
campaign. 

Corpses were found in bags, 
floating in rivers and dumped in 
paddy fields. A severed head was 
sent to a newspaper. 

The drive was backed by ord- 
inary people who welcomed the 
sharp drop in armed robberies, 
assaults and street crimes. 

The late Vice-President Adam 
Malik, who recently died of can- 
cer. was one of the most powerful 
opponents of the killings and cal- 
led on President Suharto to do 
something to stop them. 

In January, Armed Forces 
Commander Benny Murdani, res- 
ponding to Dutch concern voiced 
by visiting Foreign Minister Hans 
Van Den Broek. denied gov- 
eminent involvement. He said the 
killings were either the result of 
gang warfare or criminals shot res- 
isting arrest. 

Mr. Malik dismissed this exp- 
lanation as nonsense. 

"I'm sure Indonesia feels the 
operation was a success," one 
Wgstem diplomat said. “It used 
death squads to stop an alarming 
crime wave ot the same time dod- 
ging harsh world disapproval. The 
question is will the mechanism be 


re-started?” 

Some lawyers were reluctant to 
say the campaign had totally 
ended. "My question at this stage 
is whether it's completely off." 
LBH Director Mulya Lubis said. 

Some diplomats said it could be 
just a lull in the hunt which could 
restart as criminals who had gone 
into hiding reappeared. They also 
said the killers may simply have 
come to the end of their hit lists. 

What worried diplomats and 
human rights activists most of all 
was that the squads gained a deg- 
ree of acceptability in Indonesia 
which lowered the threshold of 
violence. 

"Indonesia now has an extra- 
judicial mechanism which may be 
used again, possibly next time aga- 
inst government opponents.” one 
diplomat said. 

At least one key government 
figure asked his staff to prepare a 
secret report assessing the impact 
of the •killings in terms of respect 
for the government and law and 
order, diplomats said. 

Questions about the death squ- 
ads were raised at the United Nat- 
ions. The United States, the Vat- 
ican and at least six Western aid 
donors protested.

Ten years ago, when OPEC 
appeared on the scene, Arab 
reputations in the U.S. hrt bot- 
tom. Now they are slowly beg- 
inning to rise as more and more 
Arab-Americans like James 
Zogby begin to asseit the- 
mselves politically. 



Strains escalate in 
U.S.-Turkish ties

ANKARA — A week of strain in 
U.S.-Turkish relations has raised 
questions about the future of ties 
between the leader of the Western 
alliance and the guardian of its 
crucial southeastern flank. 

Turkish Defence Minister Zeki 
Yavuzturk was quoted at the 
week-end as saying Turkey would 
review its relations with the Uni- 
ted States if a proposed cut in mil- 
itary aid is ratified. 

That issue arose on the heels of 
a blast of Turkish official and press 
criticism over a call in the U.S. 
House of Representatives to 
commemorate an alleged mas- 
sacre of Armenians in Turkey in 
1915. 

One Western diplomat des- 
cribed the storm as “quite ser- 
ious,” but cautioned: "The rel- 
ationship between Turkey and the 
United States is too strongly based 
on mutual interest for this to cause 
any permanent damage." 

The house Appropriations 
Committee last week cut military 
aid to Turkey to $540 million from 
$655 million in the Senate version 
of the 1985 foreign aid bill, itself 
down from President Reagan's 
$755-miUion-dollar request. 

Mr. Yavuzturk told the Turkish 
News Agency that "if the amount 
becomes definite, then we would 
be obliged to review once again 
our relations with the U.S.” 

He did not go into details, but 
the row comes at a time when 
Turkey — NATO’s only Muslim 
member — is looking to increase 
its ties with its neighbour, Iran, 
and its friends in the Arab World. 

It has been at pains to show 
them it will not support without 
question American policies in the 
Middle East and has said it will not 
provide facilities for the U.S. 
Rapid Deployment Force. 

Many Turks believe, however, 
that U.S.-funded NATO mod- 


ernisation of air bases in eastern 
Turkey effectively means these 
would be available to the force to 
time of crisis in the region. 

A government spokesman con- 
finned press reports that Foreign 
Minister Vahit Halefoglu would 
brief Prime Minister Turgnt Ozal 
and President Kenan Evren on the 
row. 

The reports said the three men 
would primarily consider ret- 
aliation in trade matters, including 
possible cancellation of a major 
telephone equipment contract 
with a subsidiary of the Int- 
ernational Telephone ' and Tel- 
egraph Corporation and a rea- 
ssessment of a bid from Wes- 
tm g house for Turkey's first nuc- 
lear power station. 

Turkey's vociferously protested 
the house resolution-on the Arm- 
enian issue. Turkish governments 
have denied the massacre charge, 
saying the Armenians died bec- 
ause of war and other reasons and 

that the figure is exaggerated. 

. A Western diplomat said rea- 
ction to U.S. discussion of- the 
Armenian issue had become emo- 
tionally tied in Turkish minds to 
the aid cut even though it was rea- 
lly the presence of Turkish troops 
in northern Cyprus that lay behind 
U.S. concerns. 

A leading Turkish daily, Mil- 
liyet. Monday reported an exc- 
hange of sharply worded letters 
over U.S. defence aid between 
U.S. Ambassador Robert 
Strausz-Hupe and Mr. Halefoglu. 

One U.S. official, playing down 
.the rows, said: “Relations bet- 
ween the U.S. and Turkey are 
always good and always bad.” 

MUliyet said the envoy’s note 
was a second “Johnson letter”, a 
reference to a 1964 com- 
munication from then U.S. Pre- 
sident Lyndon Johnson warning 
Turkey not to invade Cyprus, 
which is remembered in Ankara as 
unwanted U.S. interference.

Mehta’s music attracts 
Indira too

THE MEDIA have projected the return of the internationally 
renowned Indian-born music conductor, Zubin Mehta, to his 
motherland heading the New York Philahannonic as a triumph 
for the artist, who. seven years ago, vowed never to play in India 
after being refused permission to bring in the Israeli phi- 
laharmonica. In fact, it should have been a tribmph for the Indian 
government, which stood firm on its refusal to allow the Israelis in, 
and still managed to have the conductor play some of his mas- 
terpieces in the country last week. 

In interviews with the media, Mehta also hinted that he did not 
hold much hope to convince the Indian government to allow the 
Israeli phiiaharmonica to play in India. 

Another significant aspect the episode is that Indian Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi herself was in the front row when Mehta 
conducted compositions of Beethoven, one of her favourites. 

The fact that Mehta broke his vow to play in India does not rate 
much in political terms for the people of the Middle East, but the 
episode is an emphatic indicator of how one can make a point 
without fanfare and at the same time not losing face. 

India, despite the fact the Mehta' s music was widely acclaimed' 
and appreciated by the Indian masses and their leaders, indicated 
very clearly that the consideration of the artist's high-quality work 
is no justification for granting permission to bring in the Israelis. It 
was a firm political stand which definitely rate tire attention of the 
Arabs. 

The inherrent question that comes up whenever calls go up foT 
measures to boycott countries that support Israel, most par-, 
ticularly the United States, is whether the Arabs could manage 
without the superpower. Granted that the U.S. does offer the 
widest choice in terms of foodstuffs, technology,anns and exp- 
ertise, the Arabs can still live without America. 

The Arabs were still a strong force even before the U.S. ever 
came into being. History says that Columbus’s trip to tbe Ame- 
ricas was financed by the king of Portugal after the decline of the 
Arab power in Andalusia.

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Citizen Woodward pursues her cause: disarmament

WASHINGTON — Joanne 
Woodward says she's no longer an 
actress. 

“I don’t do films anymore.” 
declared the 54 -year-old Hol- 
lywood veteran, in a tone of voice 
usually reserved for menial hou- 
sework- As in, “ I don’t do win- 
dows.” 

She also says she’s not political, 
although her name has been lin- 
ked with various liberal causes and 
she was in Washington this week 
to chair the National Women's 
Conference to Prevent Nuclear 
War. 

“I am not an activist,” she said. 

“I am often asked to do things and 
very often do them out of guilt or 
out of a need to make myself feel 
better. Feeling as though if you’re 
very lucky, then you need to do 
something to pay for all the good 
luck. In this particular case, I don’ t 
think that applies.” 

What she is, said the silver- 
haired mother of three daughters 
(plus two stepdaughters ftom Paul 
Newman’s previous marriage), 
and the lover of books, ballet, the- 
ater, dance class, sewing, jogging 
and just about everything else bef- 
itting a housewife from Westport, 

Connecticut, is a citizen. 

A concerned citizen. 

And as a citizen, she hates to 
give speeches, hates to be int- 
erviewed (*‘I always think there 
. must be something else that both 
of us could be doing”), hates to 
have her picture taken, bristles at 
any remotely frivolous inquiry 
(forget about what’s it’s like to be 
married to Paul Newman .for the 
last 26 years). But she und- 
erstands that talking to the press is 
a way to spread the message she 
passionately espouses: nuclear 
disarmament. 

“Fm hopeless," she said. “I 
have a terrible time talking about 
myself. Because I get infinitely too 
emotional about it. I've got to stop 
being so emotional because I think 
.that’s off-putting to a lot of peo- 
ple. People really just want to hear 
the facts. 

■ “I don't know. I look outside 
and wonder if a bomb's coming 
-over. And when. It’s either bec- 
ome active or crawl into a hole.” 

Citizen Woodward was sitting 
in her hotel room, knitting a red 
sweater (“for once for myself)”, 
trying to relax; she was nervous. 

She knitted furiously, frowning as 
. she dropped a stitch’ talking in the 
lilting tones of her native Georgia, prised when I see people having 
,r ihfe voice' that* dripped honey in children now,” she said." ” It's a- 
“The Three-Faces of Eve” (Which great act of courage or a great act 
won her the Oscar as best actress of faith.” She said that if she were- 
in 1957), “The Long Hot Sum- 
.mer” “From the Terrace,” “W- 
USA” and two films directed by 
her husband, "Rachel. Rachel” 


and “The Effect of Gamma Rays 
on Man-in-the-Moon Marigolds.” 

“I don’t know how people can 
live and not spend a large pan of 
their life thinking about what's 
happening right now,” she said, 
over the clicking of knitting nee- 
dles. "Every time I look out the 
window, or walk out to my garden 
or do those corny things like pic- 
king roses or whatever, I think 
about it. 

“It isn't like anything else. It 
isn’t even like death, which we ail 
know will happen. It’s something 
that none of us have ever been 
able to conceive of, and I per- 
sonally cannot walk down a street 
or look at a beautiful countryside 
or a painting or listen to a piece of 
music without being aware that 
this is possibly going to be des- 
troyed. Let alone everybody in the 
world. Everything humanity has 
created for 6.000 years. And for 
what?" 

The more she learned, she said, 
the more she read, the more she 
and Newman became involved in 
the issue of nuclear disarmament 
(“It’s so silly to call it an issue 
when it’s life or death"), the ang- 
rier she hecame. 

"As Helen Caldicott (founder 
of Women's Action for Nuclear 
Disarmament) said. “I just want 
to be able to say to my children as 
the bombs come over. * I tried.’ " 

Woodward is part of a growing 
number of American women inv- 
olved in the anti-nuclear effort. 

"Women are an enormous 
force," she said. “And I don't 
think we've quite recognised that 
beginning. If it helps to mobilise 
that force, that's wonderful. 
Maybe that’ll help.” 

Her first political experience 
was campaigning for the writer 
Gore Vidal when he ran for the 
House of Representatives in the 
early 1960s. 

"I had no idea what to say. I 
used to take my baby along. My 
daughter was his godchild. 1 tho- 
ught that should be sufficient rea- 
son for people to vote for him." 
She laughed. “Wasn’t enough, 
unfortunately.” 

Woodward admits to being 
naive and unpolitical in her youth. 
"I realise I didn't even remember 
Hiroshima. I was 15 years old. 
What was I « toingT' 

Dating? 

"Dating.” she concurred. 
“Going to a dance probably. It 
was a very naive world.” 

Not any more. "I’m always sur- 


starting a family now. "I'd think 
about it more. I really don' t know. ‘ 
I think unless there's some reason 
to believe things will change, why 


provide more fodder?” 
Woodward became active in the 
1960s in the peace movement, 
then several years ago became a 
member of the board of the Cen- 
tre for Defence Information, 
which describes itself as “an aut- 
horitative and impartial monitor 
of the military”, concentrating on 
reduced spending and averting 
nuclear war. Part of the profits 
from the sale of Newman’s salad 
dressing and spaghetti sauce go to 
the organisation. 

Is it easier for her to buttonhole 
politicians because she is Joanne 
Woodward? 

“I don’t know. I’ve never really 
given it much thought. If 1 am, 
because my name is recognisable, 
then terrific. 1 don't think those 
are important aspects, frankly. At 
any rate, 1 don’t think it matters 
for what reason people listen. By 
listening to me or anybody. Joan 
Shmow. If it makes people change 
their awareness then terrific. I'm 
a citizen. Why not use it?” 

She exhaled a sigh of imp- 
atience. "All of this about who I 
am and what I am and all of this." 
She’s not into it? 

“No. Tm not," she laughed, say- 
ing she never liked any of the 
“accoutrements of being an act- 
ress except acting.” 

“The only thing that interests 
me is whether the conference beg- 
ins to make people aware. If it 
does, I don't care for what reason 
it does.” 

She has never been a celebrity. 
“Not willingly.” She was gro- 
wing testy. “What does this have 
to do with what we're doing?” 
She said she would not combine 
her acting skills with a political 
message, particularly one like 
“The Day After.” which por- 
trayed the effects of- nuclear hol- 
ocaust on a small American town. 

“ No. You know why? Because I 
think that putting something so 
dreadful into a film makes it pos- 
sible to conceive of. It was int- 
eresting to me to see the reaction 
to “The Day After*. It was ama- 
zing. Then it was over. You can’t 
dismiss it that lightly. It’s not 
“Disease of the Week.” There’s 
no way we can relate to it. It's 
never happened to this world, and 
it never will again. Because once it 
happens, that’s it. There’s no way 
to talk about it in an easy fashion. I 
find it very difficult.” 

Her face Gushed. “I'm angry 
because I think two countries in 
this world are playing games and 
they’re playing games with the 
world and I don't know why and-t 
don't think this should be allowe'd 
to happen.” 

She resisted criticising Pre- 
sident Ronald Reagan's foreign 
policy, saying the question of nuc- 
lear disarmament “is beyond pol- 


itics.” 

“I don't care who people vote 1 
for. If that person has a correct 
stand, and I think' there is only one 
correct stand, (hat person should 
be voted into office. Whether 
they’re Democrat, Republican or 
Watusi” / 

But she said she fell optimistic. 
“There’s been a tremendous res- 
ponse from women all over the 
country., J think it provides a pla- 
tform for women to express their 
opinion about whafs been hap- 
pening and to hopefully formulate 
a plan of action for women all over 
the country, and eventually all 
over the world, to follow.

fiction under Arctic waters

STAVANGER. Norway — Oil 
technology is taking on a science- 
fiction look as producers turn to 
the harsh waters of Arctic Ocean 
to replace supplies when North 
Sea production begins to fade. 

At a major conference and exh- 
ibition in Stavanger recently, und- 
erwater oil production was bro- 
ught to life with full-scale models 
of parts of the mini-cities that 
might be built on the Arctic Ocean - 
floor. 

Mock-ups of giant oil rigs, 
which would dwarf the world* s tal- 
lest buildings if built on land, 
tower over the conference centre, 
only a taste of the ideas bringing 


space-age technology into play in 
the depths of the earth's nor- 
thernmost seas. 

Inside, oil industry experts deb- 
ated the virtues of building huge, 
robotic drilling systems anchored 
2,000 metres (7.000 feet) below 
the surface to raise ofl from under 
the seabed. 

Other versions of the future inc- 
lude a ship that could drill, pro- 
cess, store and transport large 
quantities of oil, without sub- 
jecting a fixed drilling platform to 
the rigours of an Arctic winter. 

The oil companies have their 
own pet schemes but are una- 
nimous that whoever wins the tec- 
hnological race to master the nor- 
thern waters will reap the financial 
benefits. 


No hard estimates of oil and gas 
reserves in the Arctic area are ava- 
ilable, but J.M. Stanford, pre- 
sident of Petro-Canada Res- 
ources, said: “Exploration has 
shown that these Arctic and sub- 
Arctic regions have substantial 
hydrocarbons potential.” 

Oil companies are pouring mil- 
lions of dollars into research pro- 
grammes for the Arctic Ocean, 
where together with icy, stormy 
conditions, they face producing 
from small fields that offer limited 
returns from such massive inv- 
estments. 

At the conference, British pet- 
roleum said it was studying a ship 
that could drill, process, store and 
transport large amounts of oil in 
fields with limited reserves.

THE SOVIET Black-Sea Shi- 
pping Lines are one of the world's 
biggest shipping companies. They 
have more than 300 cargo ships 
with an aggregate deadweight of 
over three million tons, about 40 
comfortable vessels and several 
hundred port service and technical 
ships such as tow-boats, rescue 
ships, dredgers, pilot launches and 
so on. 

The Black-Sea Shipping Lines 
have advanced port facilities and 
three well-equipped ship-repair 
works. The two biggest of the 
company's 11 major ports are 
Odessa and Uyichevsk. 

The company has been engaged 
in international business for more 
than 150 years now. It was fou- 
nded in June 1863 to maintain 
regular sea-links between Odessa 
and Constantinople (now Ist- 
anbul). These days, the company’s 
ships make regular trips to many 
ports' in the Mediterranean, var- 
ious Asian, African and Latin 
American countries. The Black- 
Sea Shipping Lines account for 
more than 20 per cent of all int- 
ernational shipping handled by 
the Soviet merchant marine. Their 
ships cany raw sugar, metals, equ- 
ipment, ore, coal, chemicals, big 
diameter pipes for oil and gas pip- 
elines and other cargo. 

The company’s fleet means 
modem vessels of various des- 
ignation: dry-cargo ships, 
container-carriers, refrigerator 
ships, gas carriers and ferries with 
load capacities between 3 ,000 and 
65,000 tons. The recent years 
have seen an intensive growth of 
container traffic in the main routes 
and lanes. These days the Black- 
Sea Shipping Lines have more 
than 27,000 ISO containers. 

The company is modernising 
the work of the international ferry 
service between the Soviet port of 
Uyichevsk and the Bulgarian pen 
of Varna. The service annually 
handles more than four million 
tons of cargo. The heavy-duty fer- 
ries which take on entire railway 
tr ains have cut the terms of good^ 


delivery and have relieved many 
ships which formerly worked on 
this line. 

Every year ihe company rec- 
eives new specialised ships such as 
the multi-purpose vessels of the 
Izvestia type and the ships of the 
Stakhanovets Kotov series for the 
haulage of big-size and extra- 
heavy loads. 

It is common knowledge that 
the problems of load-unload han- 
dling storage, deck securing and 
safety are alt of primary imp- 
ortance in goods shipping. The 
Black-Sea Shipping Lines have 
quite a few examples of inordinate 
solutions to these complicated 
problems on their record. 

The refining of motor-ships of 
theZadonsk type has made it pos- 
sible to use them in the haulage of 
not only bulk freight cargo such as 
coal, grain or ore. but also of the 
so-called super-heavyweights 
such as, say, technological col- 
umns for chemical plants. The 
development of the original deck 
securing systems which are known' 
abroad as the “ Russian method” 


has enabled the company to carry 
thousands of tons of big-diameter 
gas- pipes on board the dry-cargo 
vessels of the Zoya Kos- 
modemyanskaya type. 

Just like many ships of other 
countries, ships of the Black- Sea 
Shipping Lines run many int- 
ernational lines. The joint Soviet- 
Indian cargo line, for example, has 
been in operation for nearly 30 
years now with about five to seven 
runs a month, while the line bet- 
ween the Soviet Black- Sea ports 
and Vietnam (10 runs a month) 
has been operating for 20 years. 

In 1971 the USSR and France 
inaugurated a joint line between 
Odessa and Marseilles run by 
ships of the Povenets type, which 
make one voyage a month in both 
directions. These ships follow 
from Odessa to Kherson. Piraeus, 
Marseilles. Foss-sur-Mere and. if 
necessary, to various ports of 
Italy. Spain. Lebanon and Turkey. 

- Intensive service is handled by the 
company's ships (four runs a 
month) on the Black- Sea-Japnah 
line opened in 1976. 


The year 1979 saw the ina- 
uguration of the Galfind and 
Blasco- Hindustan Lines which 
also employ Soviet ships. The Gal- 
rind Line, for example, employs 
eight ships of the Black-Sea Shi- 
pping Lines. Their ports of call are 
Uyichevsk, Havana. Valencia, 
Barcelona. Genoa, Leghorn, 
Jidda, Bombay and Karachi. The 
frequency of this service is three 
times a month. Ships of the N. 
Zhukov type (deadweight 7,700 
tons) which run the Blasco- 
Hindustan Line which calls at 
Hamburg, Karachi and Bombay 
make one run a month. 

For many years ships of the 
Black-Sea Shipping Lines have 
been working on the Odessa- 
Ocean Line-Container Service 
line which links the ports of Mal- 
aysia and Singapore with ports of 
many European countries. The 
two biggest Soviet ships. Captain 
Smirnov and Sculptor Konenkov, 
make one run every 20 days down 
the Blasco-Oriental Line which 
was opened in 1981. The ships 
make calls at the ports of Ilyi- 


chevsk, Saigon, Danang, Yok- 
ohama, Nagoya, Kobe. Osaka 
and. optionally, at Singapore, 
Hong Kong and other South-East 
Asian ports. 

The passenger fleet of the 
Black-Sea Shipping Lines inc- 
ludes both huge ocean liners and a 
“minor fleet”: launches, hydro- 
foil vessels and so on. Regardless 
of the size of these vessels, how- 
ever, passengers are offered a 
maximum of conveniences eve- 
rywhere. All ships are designed 
with due regard for the req- 
uirements of modern int- 
ernational shipping. Many of them 
have been recently modernised. 

The “Minor” fleet handles a 
very large volume of work, esp- 
ecially during the summer months, 
when millions of tourists come to 
the famous Black-Sea resorts. The 
company's ocean liners run int- 
ernational lines. A number of 
them work under contracts with 
foreign companies, making luxury 
cruises with calls at dozens of int- 
ernational ports.

MADRID (R) — Spain's top pro- 
fessional football players ended a 
15-day strike Wednesday and 
accepted a compromise on dem- 
ands for improved terms, much to 
the relief of the clubs and to fans 
eager to see them back in action. 

“I think we ought to con- 
gratulate ourselves. The strike 
benefited no one." Real Madrid 
club president Luis de Carlos said 
at the end of the stoppage by 
1,500 professionals. 

The strike led to the unusual 
spectacle of amateurs and juniors 
playing league matches for one 
weekend and to no matches at all 
the following weekend. 

League matches will resume as 
normal on Sunday. 

Spain's 78 soccer clubs and Foo- 
tballers' Association (AFE) wra- 
ngled for 13 hours through the 
night to reach a final settlement at 
breakfast-time. Similar marathon 
peace talks totalling 90 hours of 
discussion had broken down pre- 
viously. 

The players had demanded less 
rigid contract terms and improved 
social security and tax arr- 
angements. Under Wednesday’s 
settlement, the clubs agreed to 
make their hiring conditions more 


flexible and set aside a fond to 
cover unpaid wages. 

But players’ demands for a 
share in television earnings were 
not conceded. AFE President Jose 
Manuel Iriarte told reporters after 
the talks that the agreement had 
been reached on reduced dem- 
ands but that players were largely 
pleased with the result 

“The AFE is not losing from the 
strike’ s resolution," he said. 

The stoppage, which was the 
third of its kind in four years, had 
provoked mixed reactions from 
soccer-mad Spaniards. 

Some were annoyed they were 
denied their games, saying the str- 
ikers were haggling over money. 

Others expressed indifference 
to the stoppage, which did not ext- 
end to international matches like 
Wednesday opening games of 
European- wide competitions. But 
the spirits of many fans had sagged 
over the strike and several clubs 
lamented that normal brisk sales 
of tickets had slowed. 

Real Madrid, one of the worlcT s 
top clubs, offered free entrance to 
its European Football Union Cup 
competition game against Aus- 
trian club Innsbruck Wednesday.

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Brazilians demonstrate aircrafts

AMMAN — During a press con- 
ference held Tuesday at the res- 
idence of the ambassador of Bra- 
Mr. Mohammad Salomao 
■Razuck and Mr. Tulio Siiviano 
Brandao, representatives of Emp- 
resa Brastleira de Aerooautica 
( Emb raer) gave a presentation of 
two aircrafts which were dem- 
onstrated on Sept. 16 at the old 
Amman airport. 

The Brazilian ambassador, Mr. 
Feint Faria, said this conference 
has been the first most important 
event he haspresided since his arr- 
ival here six months ago. 

The demonstration was the first 
one in the Middle East. The dem- 
onstrated team, consisting of three 
aircaptains, two salesmen, four 
Apflots and two engineers, left 
Wednesday for Kuwait, and will 
then move on to the United Arab 
Emirates (UAE), Tunisia. Algeria 
and other countries with which 
they are in contact. 

The show was held to dem- 
onstrate Tucano 212, a $1 25 mil- 
lion basic military trainer which, 
according to the head of the del- 
egation Mr. Razuck, has started a 
new era on military training, 
dimmi ng up all up to date know 
how on trainers. 

Tucano was first developed on 
request from the Brazilian air- 
force. Its first flight was in 1979. 
Because of its great success, it was 


first exported two years ago and. 
till today, 300 units have been 
sold. 

Mr. Brandao. assistant manager 
of military sales, has predicted 
that, in two years time, the total 
sales will reach 500 units. 

Mr. Razuck reported that the 
Royal Jordanian Air Force pilots 
who have participated in the dem- 
onstration were very impressed by 
the craft. Having never seen this 
plane before, they were still able 
to fly it within just half an hour. 

Besides reducing the hours nec- 
essary to prepare a pilot. Tucano 
212 also gives the same env- 
ironment as a jet, at a much lower 
cost. Constructed with all new sta- 
ndard equipment and mai- 
ntenance methods, it can meet 
almost all requirements of air- 
forces in the world. Its excellent 
flexibility permits it to adjust to 
requests of all airforces. 

Although it is primarily a basic 
trainer not built to fly long routes. 
Tucano 212 flew from Brazil to 
here single-engined. 

Embraer used as support during 
this trip another of their crafts. 
Bandeirante. which carried sup- 
plies that could not fit Tucano’s 
limited space. This gave the com- 
pany a chance to show this 20 pas- 
senger commuter propeller plane 
as well. 

Because of its practicality, sta- 
bility in spite of its smali size, and 
adaptability (its seat can be rem- 
oved in half-hour), Bandeirante

Embraer has also pro- 
duced Brazilia. a 30 seat com- 
muter pressurised plane which has 
just become ready for sales. 

Brazilia was presented for the 
first time at the recent Far- 
m borough show in England where 
it found its first two clients. Emb- 
raer also has 9 different types of 
Pipers. 

Another Embraer craft, the 
AMX subsonic strike jet and tac- 
tical fighter will also be flying 
soon. Developed in agreement 
with Alitalia. AMX already has a 
second prototype flying. 

Concluding the press con- 
ference. Mr. Razuck expressed 
Embraer’s thanks to the Royal 
Jordanian Airforce for their rec- 
eptiveness and assistance during 
the team's stay in Jordan. He was 
very impressed by the high quality 
of Jordanian pilots and their 
know-how. 

“Jordanians”, he said, “should 
be proud of their Airforce.” 

Argentina 
attain IMF 
agreement 

BUENOS A/RES (R) — Arg- 
entina has reached agreement 
with the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) to raise its borrowing 
limit but bankers say economic 
growth — its security for a bigger 
overdraft — will be difficult to 
achieve. 

Announcing the agreement 
Tuesday, Economy Minister Ber- 
nardo Grinspun said its basis was a 
letter of intent submitted to the 
IMF earlier this year calling for 
economic reactivation. 

The letter of iotenL which said 
democracy depended heavily on 
economic welfare, envisaged real 
increases in wages of up to eight 
per cent and growth this year of 
five per cent in Gross Domestic 
Product (GDP). 

But bankers and economists 
said- IMF economic adjustment 
programmes traditionally led to 
slower economic activity, lower 
wages and greater unemployment, 
and that the one reached by Arg- 
entina would be no different. 

Banking sources said Mr. Gri- 
nspun began to implement the 
IMF programme earlier this 
month when he put a 16 per cent 
ceiling on increases in wages. 


USSR signs major credit 
at West German Bank 


FRANKFURT (R) — The Soviet Union Wednesday 
signed its third major international credit this year, 
confirming a growing readiness to tap international 
markets and the willingness of European bankers to 
arrange loans for it. 


A spokesman for Com- 
merzbank. lead manager of the 
lending consortium, said the 500 
million mark (SI 62 million) credit 
over seven years was signed at its 
headquarters here. 

Bankers said the deal showed 
that the East Bloc, and Moscow in 
panic ular. was in favour again 
with banks after the debt crises in 
Poland. Romania and Yugoslavia 
early in the 1980s. 

This year has seen the first 
major loans to Moscow since 
those for the Siberian gas pipeline 
in 1981. 

A recent $50 million floating- 
rate note by the London-based 
Moscow Narodny Bank was the 
first Soviet bond issue since the 
1917 revolution. 

An economist at a major ^Ger- 


man bank here said: “Countries in 
the East have shown that they can 
overcome payment problems.” 

In comparison to Latin Ame- 
rican nations, banks saw the East 
Bloc as a much safer bet for ext- 
ending funds, he added. 

But the absence of U.S. banks 
from Wednesday's consortium, as 
in all other deals this year, shows 
that the strains that followed the 
1979 invasion of Afghanistan are 
not completely forgotten. 

The bank consortium for Wed- 
nesday's deal includes the Arab 
Banking Corp of Bahrain. Societe 
Generale of Belgium, the Long 
Term Credit Bank of Japan. Fin- 
land’s Postipankki. France’s Ban- 
que Paribas and Creditanstalt 
Bankverein of Austria. 

It follows a $250 million credit 


in May which was lead managed 
by Dresdner B ank and marked the 
Soviet return to international 
markets, and a $125 million Eur- 
ocredit in June managed by Deu- 
tsche Bank. 

The involvement of West Ger- 
man banks in all three deals and in 
the Narodny bond, managed by 
Deutsche, is proof of the close 
contact banks here have with the 
East, bankers said. 

The terms of Wednesday’ s deal, 
a four-year grace period with an 
interest margin of half a per- 
centage point over the key dollar 
interest rate LIBOR (London 
Inter Bank Offered Rate), and *.'» 
of a point above for the final three 
years, compare well with the one 
point over LIBOR on a recent y50 
million mark ($308 million) Eur- 
ocredit for East Germany. 

“The Soviet Union is a first- 
class address." said a banker here. 
adding that the markets were lik- 
ely to see more loans for Moscow 
in coming years. 


Foreign exchange markets 
await new dollar advance 


LONDON (R) — European cur- 
rencies regained some ground 
Wednesday after Tuesday's fre- 
nzied trading on foreign exchange 
markets, but not nearly enough to 
cancel out the dollar's unp- 
recedented gains of recent days. 

The dollar opened in Frankfurt 
at T uesday night’ s closing level of 
3.10 marks, but soon lost one pfe- 
nning to setUe at about 3.0880. 

In mid-session trading Tuesday 
it was quoted at 3.12. the highest 
since fixed exchange rates were 
abolished in 1973. 

Sterling, encouraged by set- 
tlement of a dockers’ strike, also 
opened at around Tuesday night’s 
price, being quoted at SI -23 1 0 
and rising slowly to around $124 
in quiet trading. 


This was more than two cents 
higher than Tuesday's record low 
of $12160. but London dealers 
said the market was still nervous, 
and that more U.S. economic data 
might be the signal for a fresh dol- 
lar advance. 

Figures for U.S. housing starts, 
personal income and personal 
consumption in August and the 
"flash” forecast of U.S. third qua- 
rter Gross National Product 
(GNP) will be issued Thursday. 

The dealers said these are likely 
to show some slowing of the U.S. 
economy, but not enough to dis- 
courage further-dollar buying. 

Other European currencies also 
recovered Wednesday with the 
dollar at around 9.47 French fra- 
ncs compared with Tuesday's 


peak of 9.5650. and at 2.5280 
Swiss francs after Tuesday’s 
2.5645. 

Trading in most capitals was 
unsen led as operators looked for 
signs of new dollar strength. 

In Frankfurt, however, dealers 
saw a more continued dollar dec- 
line. with one of them predicting 
chat it could ease back as far as 
3.06 marks before meeting res- 
istance. 

The dollar’s strength is largely 
based on high U.S. interest rates, 
and they pointed to the easing of 
the key federal funds rate, at 
which major banking institutions 
lend to each other overnight. 

Federal funds traded below 
1 1 V 2 per cent Tuesday against 
Monday’s average of 11.64. 


Commercial banks oppose 
4 global solution’ to debt problem 

WASHINGTON (R) — Int- 
ernational commercial banks are 
opposed to proposals for broad 
solutions to the world’s massive 
debt crisis, according to the Ins- 
titute of International Finance. 

"Proposals for global solutions 
cannot be financed and are not in 
the long-term ‘interest of bor- 
rowers or lenders,” the institute 
said Tuesday. 

The opposition to a broad app- 
roach to the debt problem was one 
of several conclusions reached by 
a 45-bank working group from the 
United States, Europe and Japan. 

The institute, formed last year 
by 185 banks to monitor banking 
activity in indebted countries, said 
the working group believed slow 
but steady improvement would 
result if the world* s economy 


moved ahead in line with most 
forecasts and inflation remained 
under control. 

A number of developing cou- 
ntries have said new initiatives by 
lending agencies such as the int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF), 
the commercial banks and ind- 
ustrial countries, are needed bec- 
ause of the magnitude of the pro- 
blem. 

But the IMF argues that its 
countiy-by-country approach to 
rescue operations has proved suc- 
cessful although many difficulties 
lie ahead. 

The instituted managing dir- 
ector Mr. Andre De Lame said 
the study was "the first time the 
banking community has con- 
sidered the debt problem col- 
lectively”. 


He told reporters it appeared 
that banks believed a $20 billion 
annual infusion of new money was 
possible and that they hoped so- 
called “voluntary” loans, rather 
than rescheduling of existing debt, 
could be broadly resumed. 

B ut the banks said that if debtor 
countries followed appropriate 
economic policies, comprehensive 
debt rescheduling over the 
longer-term should be considered. 

They said that longer-term app- 
roaches to safeguard the private 
sector in the Third World should 
be encouraged. 

The banks said an increased 
flow of direct foreign investment 
was essential if developing cou- 
ntries were to improve their eco- 
nomies.

Inflation falls in West but 
not in Third World 

GENEVA (R) — Inflation is stubbornly lingering or increasing in 
many countries of the developing world, although it has loosened its 
gripon industrialised nations, the International Labour Organisation 
(1LO) said Wednesday. An ILO study of consumer prices in 1982 
and 1 983 showed inflation rates ranging from a high of 433 .7 percent 
in Argentina to Japan's low of 1 .75 per cent. Developing countries 
dominated the severe category of 20 per cent and above. The study of 
73 countries listed Argentina. Bolivia and Israel as having the highest 
inflation levels and said many Third World nations suffered increases 
over the period. Rare exceptions to rising double-figure inflation in 
developing countries included the Bahamas. Cyprus. Panama, Pue- 
rto Rico. Syria and Thailand — ail below five per cent. Brazil and 
Mexico’s high rates declined while in Africa Kenya, Tunisia. Mad- 
agascar and Reunion also had lower rates but were exceptions in an 
otherwise gloomy picture of the continent. Almost all countries in 
Western Europe managed to control inflation, the ILO said, with the 
Netherlands and Austria in the lowest category with 3.1 and 3 .8 per 
cent respectively in 1983.

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Moscow attacks Bonn 
over Andreotti dispute 


MOSCOW (R) *— The Soviet daily Pravda Wed- 
nesday said Bonn’s sharp reaction to comments by 
Italian Foreign Minister Giulio Andreotti on the 
division of Germany demonstrated that West Ger- 
many was a threat to East Berlin. 


The Communist Party daily 
expressed approval for Mr. And- 
reocti's remarks that it was better 
to maintain two separate German 
states, saying he was taking a rea- 
listic approach to preserving peace 
in Europe. 

It fiercely criticised Bonn’s 
angry protest over the comments, 
saying it showed the West German 
government refused to accept pre- 
sent European frontiers and posed 
a threat to Communist East Ger- 
many and other countries. 

“What are they after on the 
Rhine? The liquidation, at the 
very least, of the German Dem- 
ocratic Republic? That’s what it 
looks like,” Pravda said. 

Mr. Andreotti apologised to 
West German Foreign Minister 
. Hans-Dietrich Genscher earlier 
this week for the row caused by his 
comments and both declared the 
matter settled. 

Moscow has repeatedly accused 
the present West German gov- 
ernment of “revanchism" (see- 
king to regain territories lost after 
World War II) and Western dip- 
lomats said it would have been del- 
ighted by Mr. Andreottrs con- 
troversial remarks. 

Meanwhile East Germany and 
Bulgaria, which both called off vis- 


its by their leaders to Bonn under 
apparent pressure from the Kre- 
mlin. Wednesday pledged to str- 
engthen their alliance with the 
Soviet Union. 

The call, reported by the official 
' ADN News Agency, came in East 
Berlin talks between East German 
leader Erich Honecker and Bul- 
garian Prime Minister Grisha Fil- 
ipov. who is on a three-day visit. 

“(Honecker and Filipov) str- 
essed they would do everything to 
further strengthen the alliance 
with the Soviet Union and the 
unity and solidarity of the states of 
the Socialist community,” the 
ADN statement said. 

It said both sides would work 
with Moscow to avoid a danger of 
nuclear war resulting from the- 
West’s “imperialist course of con- 
frontation and rearmament.” 

Sofia and East Berlin have 
shown an unusual degree of ind- 
ependence in recent months, cul- 
tivating relations with Western 
countries despite Moscow’s rel- 
uctance to negotiate since the dep- ’ 
loyment of new U.S. nuclear mis- 
siles in Europe. 

The limits of these contacts bec- 
ame apparent earlier this month 
when both Honecker and Bul- 
garian leader Todor Zhivkov cal- 


led off planned visits to West 
Germany after a Soviet Bloc press 
campaign against Bonn. 

East Germany Tuesday seized 
on the dispute between Bonn and 
Rome to press demands that West 
Germany recognise its existence 
as a fully-independent foreign 
state. 

The Communist Party new- 
spaper Neues Deutschland des- 
cribed as “downright scandalous" 
Bonn's formal protests to Rome 
over remarks by Foreign Minister 
Giulio Andreotti last week that 
the division of Germany should be 
maintained. 

“One cannot advocate good 
relations with the GDR (East 
Germany) and qt the same time 
get excited when one hears that 
government of other countries 
accept there are two German sta- 
tes and that sensible relations 
between them serve peace," it 
said. 

Some Communist officials pre- 
dicted East Berlin would push the 
sovereignty demands more str- 
ongly following cancellation ear- 
lier this month of a planned visit 
by East German leader Erich 
Honecker to West Gennay. 

Western diplomats said Bonn’s 
protests this week probably ref- 
lected a fear that Mr. Andreotti* s 
remarks, at an Italian Communist 
-Party meeting, might encourage 
East Berlin to push these demands 
to the forefront of inter-German 
relations. 


Pyongyang 
accepts 
Seoul’ s 
position on 
flood aid 


TOKYO (AP) — Pyongyang said 
Wednesday it would honour 
South Korea’s position on the del- 
ivery of North Korean relief goods 
for flood victims in the South. 
Radio Press reported. 

Radio Press, a Japanese mon- 
itoring agency, quoted the official 
Radio Pyongyang as saying in a 
broadcast that the compromise 
was announced by Han Ung Sfle, 
vice chairman of the North Kor- 
ean Red Cross Society’s Central 
Committee. 

Mr. Han led Pyongyang's 
five-member delegation to a Red 
Cross meeting at Pamnunjom 
Tuesday. The meeting ended in 
deadlock over the delivery of rel- 
ief materials — some 7,000 tons of 
rice, 50,000 meters of fabric, 
100,000 tons of cement and qua- 
ntities of medicine. 

The two sides agreed on the sea 
arrangements but the South Kor- 
ean delegation insisted that on 
land, relief supplies be turned over 
at the truce village inside the dem- 
ilitarised zone. 

Radio Press said Mr. Han stated 
it would be “faster and convenient 
to deliver part of the relief goods 
by our side to Seoul where the 
flood -sufferers are concentrated." 

He added, however, that North 
Korea “will respect the South 
Korean side's proposal. 


Latest poll holds more 
bad news for Mondale 


NEW YORK (R) — Democratic 
presidential candidate Walter 
Mondale received more bad news 
Wednesday with a new opinion 
poll showing that President Rea- 
gan is even winning the support of 
voters who disagree with him on 
basic issues. 

The New York Times-CBS 
News survey, which put Mr. Rea- 
gan’s lead at 54 to 33 percent, also 
showed that a growing number of 
voters viewed Mondale as lacking 
presidential qualities. 

Poll analysts attributed Mr. 
Reagan's support among voters 
who disagreed with him to his 
strong personal image. 

On the emotionally charged 
issue of abortion, for example, 
those polled shared Mr. Mon- 
dale’s position in favour of all- 
owing a choice by 63 to 28 per 
cent. Yet half of them said they 
would vote for Mr. Reagan, who is 
for a constitutional amendment 
banning abortion. 

The survey also showed that 


Mr. Mondale's vice-presidential 
running mate Geraldine Ferraro 
slipped over the last month, going 
from a 15 per cent unfavourable 
rating to 3 1 per cent. 

Ms. Ferraro, scorning President 
Reagan's image as“a man' s man", 
stomped the campaign trail dec- 
laring that a real leader would 
have negotiated an arms deal with 
the Soviet Union. 

In her strongest statements so 
far on East- West issues and arms 
control, the Democratic vice- 
presidential candidate flayed Mr. 
Reagan in speeches in Milwaukee 
and Philadelphia Tuesday. 

“Lgo slightly berserk when I see 
that people think Mr. Reagan is a 
leader and that he's a man’s man.” 
she said. 

Ms. Ferraro said: “After wat- 
ching President Reagan hurl ins- 
ults at the Soviet Union for the 
past 2- ‘/i years I feel it would be a 
much stronger leader who could 
say “let's exchange proposals' 


7 blacks die in South 
African gold mine protests 


JOHANNESB URG (R) — Seven 
blacks died in violent rioting at a 
gold mine east of Johannesburg 
Tuesday and 89 people were inj- 
ured, a police spokesman said 
Wednesday. 

Riot police used birdshot, rub- 
ber bullets and teargas against rio- 
ters during more than 15 hours of 
rioting at the Western Areas 
Mine, 40 kilometres from Joh- 
annesburg. The spokesman said it 
was not known how many of the 
victims died as a result of police 
action. 

Police were initially unable to 
give a casualty toll though ’’Nat- 
ional Union of MinewdrlfeVs 
(NUM) leader Cyril Ramaphosa 
had estimated about six men had 
died. The mine was not among 
seven hit by a strike over pay by 
the black NUM. which was called 
off Tuesday. 

In renewed unrest in Soweto, 
the black satellite city outside 


Johannesburg, two men died after 
they were found with head injuries 
Tuesday but the police said there 
were no reports of trouble Wed- 
nesday. 

After rioting Tuesday night at 
another gold mine, one black 
miner was in hospital Wednesday 
with stab wounds suffered in cla- 
shes in a hostel at Har- 
tebeestfontein Gold Mine. 130 
kilometres south-west of Joh- 
annesburg. 

Anglovaal Group, which con- 
trols the mine, said only 1,900 
blades turned up for the day shift 
Wednesday and the balance of 
axodftd' 10,000 due at -work had 
been told to return or face the sack 
Wednesday. 

The mine employs a total of 
about 18.000 blacks. 

Police said they were inv- 
estigating the deaths which came 
during a day of fresh clashes bet- 
ween rioters and police.

At the end of the 19liUs. 
Omar Sharif came up with 
the idea that for bridge to 
become an exciting spectacle, 
it had to involve big money. 
So in 197U Sharif and some or 
his favorite partners sat 
down against some of Bri- 
tain’s leading players in the 
highest stake rubber bridge 
game on record — $4 a point! 
To make it even richer, there 
were considerable amounts 
wagered on side bets. 

The records show that 
Sharif and company won 


about $30,1)00 in the match. 
However, he came out a 
loser. A film of the match 
that he financed to the tune 
of some $500,000 was never 
picked up by the television 
networks, and he was stuck 
with the tab. 

This was perhaps the most 
dramatic hand or the match. 
Sitting East and West were 
Omar Sharif and Claude 
Delmouly or France, while 
North-South were the Briiish 
internationalists Jonathan 
Cansino and Jeremy Flint. 
After passing initially. Can- 
sino doubled Detmouly's 
raise to two hearts for 
takeout. Sharif jumped to 
four hearts on his distribu- 
tional hand in the hope of 
keeping Flint out of the auc- 
tion. but Flint's hand was too 
strong. He came in with four 
spades and, not surprisingly, 
Delmouly doubled — he had 
no desire to play five hearts. 

West led the king of hearts 
and continued with a low 
heart. Declarer ruffed on the 
table and ran Lhe jack of 
trumps to West's queen. The 
defenders completed their 
book by taking the diamond 
ace. and Sharif threw 
declarer on lead with the 
king of diamonds. Every- 
thing now hinged on how 
declarer played the club suit. 

Flint cashed the ace of 
clubs, and Sharif dropped the 
queen. Now declarer drew 
trumps and led the nine of 
dubs. The Rule of Restricted 
Choice applies in this situa- 
tion. and the finesse is the 
percentage play. If Flint 
guessed right, he would 
make his contract: iT he went 
wrong, he would be down 
four doubled and vulnerable. 
With side bets, about $10,000 
hinged on his decision. 

After considerable thought, 
Flint elected to go with the 
odds by running the nine. He 
made no more tricks. 


TEGUCIGALPA (Agencies) — . 
Japanese mercenaries have given 
< military training to right-wing 
guerrillas fighting for the ove- 
rthrow of Nicaragua's gov- 
ernment. according to the leader 
of a 2,500-strong rebel army. 

Steadman Fagoth, leader of the 
Misura — a rebel group composed 
of three Indian tribes from Nic- 
aragua’s Atlantic coast — said 
seven Japanese had helped his 
men form special attack units and 
trained them in martial arts and 
weapons handling. 

Mr. Fagoib's assertion, in an 
interview with Reuters, was the 
first indication that the U.S.- 
backed guerrilla war against the 
Sandinist government in Nic- 
aragua was attracting foreign mer- 
cenaries from outside the Western 
hemisphere. 

Earlier this month, two mer- 
cenaries from the United States 
died in an air raid on a Nicaraguan 


military school. 

Mr. Fagoth said the Japanese 
had given his men courses in mar- 
tial arts, weapons training and str- 
ategy for three months in camps 
on the Atlantic coast of Nicaragua 
before returning to Japan in April. 

“They told us they wanted to 
help us fight Communism,'' he 
said. 

Fagoth said he saw help from 
outside as a balance to int- 
ernational assistance to the San- 
dinists. 

“From the moment that Cub- 
ans, Libyans, and Palestinians arr- 
ived in Nicaragua, the conflict was 
internationalised. Why shouldn’t 
we have the right to allow int- 
. emational volunteers to help us 
fight the Sand mists?

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Soviet press plays 
down Bitov allegations 



MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
press Wednesday played down 
charges by journalist Oleg Bitov 
that he had been tortured in Bri- 
tain and diplomats said it app- 
eared Moscow was trying to pre- 
vent serious damage to its rel- 
ations with London. 

Mr. Bitov, who defected to Bri- 
tain last September, appeared at a 
Moscow press conference Tue- 
sday saying he had been kid- 
napped, drugged and tortured by 
British secret agents to make him 
speak out against his homeland. 

Full-scale press conferences axe 
normally given wide coverage in 
the Soviet press, but national dai- 
lies Wednesday carried only a 
seven-paragraph report which 
omitted any direct quotations by 
Mr. Bitov. 

“It looks like the Soviet aut- 
horities do not want to make an 
enormous issue out of this, pro- 
bably because they don’t want h to 
provoke a crisis in relations with 
London," one Western diplomat 
commented. 

Other diplomats said there had 
been signs that the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry wanted to distance itself 
from the Bitov affair from the 
start. The ministry normally hosts 
international press conferences, 
but Mr. Bitov’s appearance was 
staged by the Novosti News Age- 
ncy. 

Soviet television also gave less 
than usual coverage to the press 
conference in its evening news bul- 
letin Tuesday night. 

A brief film clip focused chiefly 


on the journalists present and inc- 
luded no sequences in which Mr. 
Bitov was heard speaking. 

“It’s possible that some sections 
of the leadership did not want the 
whole fuss in the first place and are 
now trying to bury it," one dip- 
lomat commented. 

The British government sum- 
moned the Soviet envoy in Lon- 
don Tuesday to lodge a formal 
complaint that Mr. Bitov’s all- 
egations were absurd and off- 
ensive and could harm relations. 

Mr. Bitov vanished while att- 
ending a film festival in Venice last 
September. He reappeared in 
' London and was granted political 
-asylum. 

A former cultural editor for the 
prestige weekly Literaturnaya 
Gazeta, be wrote a series of art- 
icles while in London condemning 
Soviet censorship and charging 
that a new era of repression was 
descending on his country. 

Mr. Bitov said at his press con- 
ference that he had been kid- 
napped while in Venice and sub- 
sequently held captive in London. 
’He said he wrote the articles att- 
acking Moscow to win the con- 
fidence of his captors. 

Literaturnaya Gazeta was the 
only newspaper Wednesday to 
give any prominence to the press 
conference, publishing a detailed 
account spread oyer an entire 
page. 

Mr. Bitov said Tuesday that he 
would be publishing a series of art- 
icles in the weekly giving details of 
his experiences. 


50 die in Ecuador crash 


QUITO, Ecuador (AP) — A 
DC-8 cargo jet crashed into an 
area of residential houses near the 
airport shortly after takeoff Tue- 
sday, killing at least 50 people and 
injuring another 50, official sou- 
rces said.
